The Crawford AuSable 
School Board approved 
sending all district fifth 
graders to Frederic for the 
1984-85 school year. 

Superintendent Kent Rey- 
nolds said it is a space prob- 
lem that prompted the 
decision.

Matthew Noble, the son of 
Sue and Doug Noble of 
Saginaw Street in Montrose, 
is alive and healthy today, 
but only after undergoing 
three open heart surgeries 
within three months in the 
summer of 1981 when he was 
five years old. 

Matt was born with a large 
hole in his heart. Doctors 
told his parents he would 
have to undergo open heart 


surgery eventually and when 
he was five they decided it 
should be accomplished. 

The first operation was 
unsuccessful and after he 
was home, convalescing, he 
suffered a cardiac arrest 
and had to be revived by 
CPR (Cardio Pulmonary 
Resuscitation) administered 
by a Red Cross trained 
volunteer. 

Rushed back to the 
hospital in an ambulance, it 
was necessary to do a second 
open heart operation. About 
a month after the second 
operation Matt suffered 
another heart stoppage 
while in his doctor’s office 
and again he was revived by 
prompt administering of 
CPR. His medics then 
recommended he be flown to 
Mayo clinic in Rochester, 
Minnesota in an air am- 
bulance with the hope that

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Casler, Mesack Lauded 
For Treating Wildlife

Crawford County veteri- 
narians Wayne Casler and 
Paul Meseak were honored 
Friday for their volunteer 
wildlife work by two bran- 
ches of the DNR, the Gray- 
ling City Council, and the 
Grayling Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Since 1973, when Casler 
Started the Grayling 
Hospital for Animals, and 
1976, when Mesack joined 
him, the pair have been pro- 
viding free care for wildlife 
from an area ranging from 
Houghton Lake to Gaylord, 
Mio, and Kalkaska. 

It all started with a red- 
tailed hawk Casler healed 
and returned to the wilds in 
1973, and the most recent 
patient was an eagle last 
week. 

“It’s been a lot of fun for 


us,’ Casler said. ‘How 
many other people get to see 
an eagle up close?” 


“It is rewarding,’ Mesack 
said. ‘““We’ve had kids show 
up at the door with every- 
thing from injured sparrows 
to skunks. Whatever wild 
animal shows up, we take 
care of it free of charge." 

“They’ve done a tremen- 
dous job for us,” said Gary 
Boushelle, DNR_ regional 
wildlife biologist for 33 coun- 
ties in northern lower Mich- 
igan. ‘“The DNR just doesn’t 
have the facilities or exper- 
tise to provide wildlife 
rehabilitation. We do have 
one lab in Lansing but often 
wildlife need immediate 
local care.” 

“We're very fortunate to 
have them,” said Tom 


James C. Cotant, Otsego 
County Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, has announced that he 
will seek the newly created 
46th Circuit Court Judge- 
ship.

the wildlife veterinarians 
had been fed only bread and 
water for three weeks at a 
private residence. The eagle 
eventually died. 

Persons should especially 
be wary of picking up fawns 
this time of year that appear 
lost. Perez said the mother is 
usually always nearby no 


matter how weak the fawn 
appears.

The commission is scheduled to 
meet to require Governor James 
Blanchard declare for the eighth 
time an overcrowding emergency for 
men’s prisons. 

Light said the 12 prisons and 10 
camps are 132 over the 12,300 per- 
son capacity and the emergency or- 
der would slice 90 days from the 
minimum sentences of inmates not 
serving life or mandatory minimum

That means prisons who have 
been in the system since the first or- 
der will have had nearly two years 
out from their original sentences. 

Light said trends indicate over- 
crowding emergencies will continue 
at a rate of two a year for the men’s 
facilities until the new facilities open 
or something else, like sentencing 
guidelines, is done to artificially 
reduce prison populations. 

Meanwhile, Oakland County 
Prosecuting Attorney L. Brooks 
Patterson called the overcrowding 
emergency act ‘‘absolute insanity,”’ 
that is letting inmates ‘‘take a year 
off of a year. served” and helping 
release prisoners who are commit- 
ting murders and other crimes. 

The Legislature, he said, ‘‘should 
be forced by public outery”’ to repeal 


the overcrowding emergency 
statute. 
Patterson also blasted the 


proposed prison construction for- 
mat, saying there are state owned 
buildings ‘‘we could convert at a 
fraction of the cost’? of new con- 
struction. He also said the Kinross 
prison in the Upper Peninsula could 
“accommodate twice the number 
and not one nail would be driven at 
public expense.”’

A Free Diabetes detection 
clinic will be held Wednes- 
day, May 23 in the lobby of 
Mercy Hospital from 12:30 to

Bruce King, Health 
Educator at the hospital, 
said that though Diabetes is 
a common condition many 
people who have diabetes 
are not aware of it because 
symptoms are not always 
noticeable.
